The ground was first broken for the 
erection of tiie pedestal in April, 1883 ; 
e excavation was ttegun in June; the 
Lying of the'ioundation in October; 
land work was ooii&i^d until December, 
1885—a period of eighteen 
months. 
Work was again begun on May 11, 
1884, and the work will not be completed 
before it will have required n ^ l y two 
years of continuous labor of as many 
¡men ^s can work on it. IJie stone is 
jfrom a quarry on Leete's Island, in Con- 
jnecticu^ and the whiteness of the rough 
i quoins gives a pleasant effect at a dis- 
tance of several milea 


The foundation of the pedestal proper 
is 91 feet square at its base, and 66 feet 
7 inches square at the top. It makes its 
pyramidal ascent, not with a continuous 
wall, but with a seri^ of great layers of 
concrete, each one smaller than the one 
it rests on. The base of this foundation 
mass is 13 feet above the mean low- 
water mark, and its top 52 feet 10 inches. 
The, pedestal itself, therefore, begins at 
an elevation of 65 feet 10 inches, which 
is high above the stone walls of the old 
fort. Every side of the foundation is

alike, broken only by wide doorways, 
on a level with the ground, leading into 
the interior, where there is a circular 
vertical shaft up which stairways and an 
elevator will nm. 


The base of the pedestal proper is 62 
feet square, and its upper platform 39 
feet 
inches square. 
On this surface, 
nearly forty feet square, the gigantic 
statue will stand, its footstool 89 feet 
above the moan low-Avater mark. The 
statue is 151 feet 1 inch high, and the 
top of the torch will be at an elevation 
of 305 feet 11 inches from mean low- 
water mark. 


Colonel Charles P. Stone is the engi- 
neer-in-chief and all the work of erection 
and foundation has been done under his 
innuediiitie supervision. 


The formal presentation of the statue 
to tlie United States took place July 4th, 
1884. 


A sectional view of the Avork shows the 
system of braces which will hold it to- 
gether, and enable it to resist the force 
of the winds to which its vast bulk -will 
l:>e exposed ; for M. Bartholdi's statue is 
by far the lar.ijest m the world, being 
three times as high as that of "Bavaria," 
twice as high as that of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo, and several feet higher than the 
Column Vendôme. It is a viist shell 
formed of coijper plates. 
A central core 
of iron-work, embedded in the masonry 
of the pedestal, will extend thi-ough the 
body and uplifted arm to the torch ; and 
from this core will branch the innumera- 
ble braces which are to strengthen every 
part. 


The French naval vessel Isere was 
loaned by the French Government to 
transport the statue to the United States. 
She was commanded by Captain P e 
Saune, and arrived in New York Bay on 
June 17th. And on the 19th a naval 
procession was formed to escort her up 
to Bedloe's Island, consisting of the 
United States steamers DespaUh, Pow- 
Juitan and Omtûm, together with vessels 
from the American Yacht Club and 
numerous other craft, the whole under 
the command of Admiral Lacombe of 
the French man-of-war La Fhre, which 
took the lead in the procession. 


The streets of New York wt^re beauti- 
fully decorated with flags and a general 
hohday was observed in honor of the 
event. 


After the reception at Bedloe's Island 
the French officers were escorted to ttie 
City Hall and a grand banquet took 
plaœ. 
V The statue consists of 220 pieces and 
When boxed filled nearly the entire hold 
of the Isere.

GIADSTONE'S 
SUCGESSOB. 


The defeat which has overtaken the 
piadstone Ministry turns public interest 
strongly upon the Conservative leaders 
of England. The foremost of these is 
the Bight Honoi-able Robert 
Arthur 
Talbot G^uscoigne Cecal, tliird Marquis 
of Salisbury. 


IiOBD SAUSBUBT. 


The defeat of the Gladstone Ministry 
was not a Parliamentary condemnation 
of the Government policy in its dealing 
with Russia, Egypt or Ireland. It was 
a question of an increased tax upon beer. 
As Mr. Gladstone said, it was a choice 
between a tax upon alcoholic liquors 
and upon tea and sugar, and the Gov- 
ernment preferred to lay it upon the 
former, and were defeated, and conse- 
quently resigned. 


Lord Salisbury, the new leader, will 
be to a great extent, compelled to carry 
out the foreign policy of liis predecessor. 


Lord Salisbury is at present in his 
fifty-sixth year. He entered public life 
in 1853, when he was elected Conserva- 
tive Member of Parliament for Stam- 
ford—a position which he held until 
1868, winning a brilliant reputation for 
vigor of mind, and for a certain bold, 
haughty, unmanageable temper of intel- 
lect wliich made him formidable alike in 
council and in debate. 
He broke with 
IVIr. Disraeli in 1806 on the Reform 
question, but afterAvards became recon- 
ciled with that leader, and in February, 
1874, entered the new Ministiy as Secre- 
tary for India. In 1876, at the close of 
the war between Tm-key and Servia, 
L ^ d Salisbury went to the Porte as 
Special Ambassador, and sat in the abor- 
tive Conference of Constantinople in 
December of that year. 
On the retire- 
ment of Lord Derby from the Foreign 
Office, Lord Salisbury took his j>lace. 
This was in 1878, and in liis neAv capac- 
ity he accompanied Lord Beaconslield 
to the Congress at Berlin, sharing the 
enthusiastic reception which the Premier 
met with on his return to London. 
Lord Salisbury is a master of that style 
of militiint oratory which Disraeli used 
\vith such withering effect, and which 


p u t s the hardest things in the neatest 
possible way. For instance, just before 
tlie General Election in 1873, speaking 
of the foreign policy of IVIr. Gladstone's 
Government at that time, he uttered a 
scathing remark which might easily be 
assigned to a much more recent occasion. 
He said: "They offer us a remarkable 
instance of Christian meekness and hu- 
mility. But I am afraid it is that kind 
of Christian meekness which tm-ns the 
left cheek to Russia and America, and 
demands the uttermost 
farthing of 
Ashantee."

By the resignation of George W. 
Walling who has been superintendent of 
the NeAV York police force for a num- 
l)er of years, that office lócame vacant 
and Inspector William Murray was pro- 
moted to fill the vacancy.

He was bom in New York City in 1844. 
He enlisted in the Ellsworth Zouaves, 
and he was wounded in the first battle 
of Bull Run. He became a policeman 
in 1866, distinfmished himself by the 
capture of Worth, a noted safe-breaker. 
He was instrumental in arresting the 
burglars who robbed Matty Danser'^ 
house, at 50 West Eleventh street, of 
$200,000 in money and bonds. Sergeant 
Murray recovered hrif ot tlje stolen 
securities. 
For this and other good 
service he was made a Captain in 1876, 
and was. put in command of the Oak 
street squad. 
Among his prisoners 
were the masked burglars who robbed 
the houses in Astoria, on December, 
1875. Another of his arrests was that of 
Thomas Belton, who made use of his 
place at Claflin & Co.'s to rob his em- 
ployer of $50,000.

these exploits, and he was 
made an Inspector in the spring of 
1877.
